It
would seem that there were oandles in nse,
Certasin 1t 's the gas fook Bra with a terrible
effect. The men emploved soma 500 to 600
yards off, in anolher part of the mine, felt the
sudden motion aod draw on the air around
them; but the yvieams enveloped in the burning
element were ecriovsly jujured.  8ix of them
